An Ever New Subject, The Fly. 
The fly is perennially 
new. 
He 
comes and goes with the 
seasons 
but he is new although he is 
con­ 
tinually causing the same old trou­ 
ble. 
The annual clean-up week ¿s 
the time to get rid of the • rubbish 
that attracts the fly. The campaign 
against the fly has been productive 
of a fly jatechism, which one 
may 
study with profit. 
Where does the fly live? 
Where 
there is filth. 
Is there anything too filthy 
for 
the fly to eat? 
No. 
Does> the fly like clean food too? 
Yes, and it appears to be his de­ 
light to wipe his feet on clean food. 
Where is his favorite place 
of 
feeding? 
The manure heap and the 
garbage can. 
Where does the fly go after leav­ 
ing the manure pile and the garbage 
can? 
Into the kitchen, dining room 
and bed room. 
\ 
Does the fly visit those sick with 
typhoid fever, consumption, 
small­ 
pox and cholera infantum? 
He cer­ 
tainly does and may call on you 
next. 
Is the fly dangerous? 
Yes; 
he 
spreads disease. 
Howf does he spread disease? 
By 
carrying infection on his legs and 
wiqgs and by “fly specks’’ after he 
has been feeding on infectious ma 
terial. 
What disease may the fly 
thus 
carry? He may convey typhoid fe­ 
ver, tuberculosis, cholera, dysentary 
and summer complaint/' 
Did the fly ever kill any one? 
He 


under glass and transplanted, 
are 
subject to serious injury 
by cut­ 
worms. 
These pests appear 
some­ 
times in great numbers in the spring 
and early summer, and 
frequently 
do severe injury before their rav­ 
ages are noticed. 
Their method of 
attack is to cut off the young plants 
at about the surface of the ground, 
and as these caterpillars 
are 
of 
large size and voracious 
feeders, 
they are capable of destroying many 
plants in a single night 
frequently 
more than they can devour. 
Every 
year these insects, working general­ 
ly throughout the 
United 
States, 
have destroyed hundreds of thous­ 
ands of dollars worth of crops. 
By 
the timely application of 
remedies, 
however, as has been demonstrated 
by entomologists of the U. 
S. De- 
paremtn of Agriculture, they 
read­ 
ily can be controlled, even over con­ 
siderable areas. 
The usual method 
of control is by the use of poisoned 
baits. 
Take a bushel of dry bran, add 1 
pound of white arsenic 
or 
Paris 
green, and mix it thoroughly 
into 
mash with 8 gallons of 
water in 
which has been stirred half a gal­ 
lon of sorghum or other cheap mo­ 
lasses. (Arsenic and Paris 
green 
are deadly poisons. Handle 
them 
with great care.) 
This amount will 
be sufficient for the treatment 
of 
about. 4 or 5 acres 
of cultivated 
crops.. After "the mash has stood 
for several hours, 
scatter it, 
in 
lumps about the size of a marble, 
over the fields where the injury is 
beginning to appear and about the 
bases of the plants set out. «Apply 
late in the day, so as to place 
the 
poison about the plants before night, 
which is the time when 
the 
cut- 


this ,bait. 
When cutworms occur in unusual 
abundance, which happens 
locally, 
and sometimes generally, they 
ex­ 
haust their food supply and migrate 
to other fields. 
This they do liter­ 
ally in armies, assuming what is 
called the army worm habit. 
At 
such times it is necessary to 
treat 
them the same as 
army 
wTorms. 
While the methods which have been 
advised are valuable in such cases, 
lHey may be too slow to destroy all 
the cutworms, and other 
methods 
must be employed. 
These 
include 
trenching, ditching, the plowing 
of 
deep furrowTs in advance of 
the 
traveling cutworms to trap 
them, 
and the dragging of logs or 
brush 
through the furrows. If the trench­ 
es can be filled with water, the ad­ 
dition of a small quantity of kero­ 
sene, so as to form a thin scum on 
the surface, will prove fatal to the 
cut worms. 
In extreme cases, bar­ 
riers of fence boards are 
erected 
and the tops smeared with tar 
or 
other sticky substances to stop the ' 
cutworms as they attempt to crawl j 
over. 
In extremely severe attacks by 
cutworms on choice plants there is 
sometimes no oportunity to prepare! 
the poisoned bait. 
In such 
cases 
an arsenate of lead spray will 
an­ 
swer quite as well. In one instance 
a parsley field was sprayed with 4 
pounds of arsenate of lead to 
50 
gallons of wTater; this killed all the 
cutworms, whereas if they had been 
left alone for a day or two longer 
the field probably would have been

By destroying or removing 
his breeding place, the manure pile;
